begin toremove the beit of their Bffets. There- 
fore he entreats them once more to provide the 
neceflary. Sums for repairing the Fortifications of 
Philipsburg, and foupplying it with Ammunition 


and. Provifion; which if they doin due Time, he 


will ferve the Emperor and Empire to the !aft Drop 
of his.Blood: But will. not be anfwerabje for the 
Event, unlefs they put that Garrifon into a geod 
State of Defence.
